BEACH WON. 


EX-CHAMPION HANLAN IS DEFEATED ON 
THE NEPEAN RIVER. 


Losing by Two Beat-Lengths, He Rows the 
Champion of the World a Good and a 
Hard Race—The Event Witnessed by 
Thousands of Enthusiastic Spectators— 
Personal Sketches of the Two Men and 
the Work They Have Done—Full De- 
scription of the Nepean Course. 


SIpNEY, New South Wales, November 26.— 
The sculling race for the championship of the 
world between Wm. Beach and Edward Han- 
lan took place on the Nepean River. to-day, 
and was won by Beach. 

The race was an exciting one: Beach took 
the lead at the start, and though . closely 
pressed by Hanlan, held it throughout, win- 
ning by two lengths. The contest was wit- 
nessed by thousands of enthusiastic specta- 
tors. 

The race was for the championship and $2,500 


a side, and the amount of talk done before the 

articles of agreement were finally signed is a 

matter of recent gossip. Hanlan was confi- 

dent of defeating Beach when he sailed from 

San Francisco, and so told his friends. 
SKETCHES OF THE MEN. 
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William Beach who still holds the champion- 
ship of the worid, hails from Dapto, Aus- 
tralia, weighs about 165 pounds, and is the 
most recent addition to the ranks of scullers 
who have attained prominencein Australia. 
He was a contestant in several regatta races in 
heavy boats early in his career, and on De- 
cember 28, 1882, rowed his first match of im- 
portance. It was in light skiffs for $500 a 
side, with T. Clifford, and was rowed 
over the regular championship course on 
the Parramatta River at Sidney, N. 8. 
W., 8 miles 330 yards, straightaway, Beach 
winning in 2% min. 28 sec. is next appear- 
ance was th the open scullers’ race for the 
Punch ‘Trophy, same course, in which he fin- 
ished first, with E. A. Trickett, ex-champlion, 
second, the winner’s time being the fastest in 
which the course had up to that time been 
rowed. This was his first race lu ashell, and 
it led to a match between him and Trickett, in 
shells, for 800 a side, which was decided on 
the same river July 28, 1883, Beach suffering 
defeat in 21 min. 15 sec. 

Attributing his defeat to the inferiority of 
his boat, the friends of Beach rematched him 
t his conqueror for $1,000a side. The 
race came off August following, and this 
time Trickett was beaten in 22 min. 50% 
sec. The défeated man sought another 
match, which was accorded him, and they 
rowed again for a like amount on the same 
water, August 27, Beach winning the ‘‘rub- 
ber’’ with comparative ease in 20 min. 4 
sec., eclipsing all previous times over that 
course. * met again in the open scullers’ 
race at the Balmain regatta, November 9, 
when Trickett won first prize, Beach finishing 
second. 

On December 6 and 8, following, the prize 
of $750 offered by James Hunt, added to a 
sweepstakes of $100each, was rowed for in a 
regatta on the Parramatta Course, Beach 
capturing first place, in 20 min. 

with Trickett second, by six lengths. 
trial-heats, Trickett had beaten D. McDonald, 
and Beach won from Michael Rush, ex- 
champion. | 

Beach and Trickett met again in the cham- 

pion race at the Anniversary regatta, January 
26, 1884, but they fonled, and were ordered to 
row over for first prize. This they did on Feb- 
ruary 1, overthe Two Islands Course, when 
Trickett, who Was more at home in the rough 
came off victor by four 
lengths. Beach subsequently made a propo- 
sition for a match race, which was accepted 
and he and Trickett rowed for $1,000 a side and 
the championship of Australia on the Parra- 
matta River course April 12. Beach, who was 
the favorite at 2 to 1, woneasily by three 
lengths in 28 min. and 19 sec. 
His race with Hanlan, in which he took from 
the Canadian the championship of the world, 
is still fresh in the minds ofthe public. Han- 
lan challenged him immediately after the 
race,and Beach defeated himon the same 
course. 

His last race of importance was the big event 
over the Thames cource last year, in which 
Jake Gaudaur of this city rowed him to a 
stand-still for the world's title.

ountains. A slight bend for a little over the 
first quarter of a mile is the 9 curve on 
that part of the river, and the course 
could be continued nearly a mile farther up 
almost straight, ifrequired. It has a uniform 
width throughout of about a quarter of a 
mile, being a little over that distance at the 
finish, which is some sixty yards from the 
railway bridge. There are only two private 
residences on the banks—one, on the eastern 
shore, 8 to Mr. Ewins, a Sydne 
merchant; and the other, close to the opposi 
re, ing the property of Mr. G. R. Dibba, 


uires’ hotel is high up from the water, 
facing the turn in the Sydney main road, half 
a mile out of Penrith, andthe grand stand is 
erected at the back of the house, the finish 
being directly opposite, at a line drawn 
across the river to the police station and Mr. 
Brown's cottage on the other bank. All the 
land on either side is private property, and

After all the bulls had been killed, the audi- 
enee awoke from its bilood-thirstiness and 
then occurred a scene such as only Madrid is 
capable of producing, and ‘‘Quien no ha visto, 
no ha visto maravilla,’’ 20,000 people 
rushed around to Trasceulo’s house, and 
demanded that the wounded brave show 
himself. This the doctors refused to 
permit. The people became uprorious and 
fearing thatthe wound was fatal, Trasceulo, 
who had drawn his bright blade for the last 
time, demanded that a committee be allowed 
to visit him and satisfy themselves as to his 
condition. . This was permitted and the tre- 
mendous gathering reassurred as to its favor- 
ite’s fate formed in line and marched through 
his house, leaving their cards. The line kept 
up five hours,and that evening 11,000 cards were 
left on the hall table. Among the callers were 
grandees, members of Sagasta’s Cabinet, and 
prominent deputies.

IN THE SANDS OF THE JURY. 


The Fate of Yucatan R. Marstellar, Who 
Killed Robert A. S. Steele. 


The State having closed their casein the 
Marstellar murder trial in the Oriminal Court 
last evening, the defense this morning opened 
their case. Only two witnesses were placed 
on the stand by the State. One was Dr. Green 
and the other the defendant himself. Dr. 
Green testified that on the day of the killing, 
January 11, he attended the defendant at the 


Police Station and dressed his injuries. Mar- 
stellar had a lump on his bead, a black-and- 
blue spot under his right eye, and several 
scratches and bruises about the face. 

THE DEFENDANT'S STORY. 

The defendant, Yucatan Rice Marstellar, 
was then placed on the stand. He testified 
that he owed Robert A. 8. Steele 316, and that 
Steele had been hounding him for it. On 
January 11, the day of the killing, Steele ap- 
proached him atthe Union Stock Yards and 
asked him forthe money. Hereplied that he 
did not have it. 

„Well, don't get mad about it, said 
Steele. 

1am not getting mad, Marstellar re- 
plied, but I don’t see why you treat me 
worse than you do any other man at the 
yards,’’ 

‘*You’re a Har!“ exclaimed Steele.

hen Marsteliar said steele attacked him.

THE STANDARD OIL CASES. 


Chairmam Rockefeller of the Trust Before 
the Interstate Commission. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., November 2%.—J. D. 
Rockefeller, Chairman of the Standard Oil 
Trust, was sworn and ex- 
amined before the Interstate Com- 
‘merce Commission this morning in connection 
with the Standard Oil cases. Counsel for com- 
plainants asked witness to produce a paper, 
which he had in hand, giving a list 
of the stocks of the various compan- 
les held in trust. Objection was made 


by counsel for the Standard Oil Trust and for 
several of the defendant railroads, but the 
Commission ruled the paper was competent 
evidence, and said it was also of the opinion 
that if it should a ar from the evidence 
that the stock of either of these companies, or 
any oneof them, is held by this trust, it will 
be then competent to go further 
and show in general terms what 
the extent of the poolisthat is controlled 
by this oil trust, and what is the extent of the 
business that ie controlled by it, forthe pur- 
pose of putting before the Commission the ex- 
tent of the operations of this trust. 

Witness stated in reply to a series of in- 

uiriee that the stock of the Standard Oil 

ompan of hio and the Standard 
Oil Compan of Kentucky, the 
Camden Consolidated Oil Company of 
Parkersburg, W. Va., the Waters—Pierce Oil 
Company of St. Louis, andthe Consolidated 
Tank Line Company of Cincinnati, was held 
by the Standard Trust. Several other 
companies were mentioned by counsel for 
complainant, but were objected to and ex- 
cluded on the ground that these companies had 
not been brought into the case in previously 
given evidence. Witness said, in substance, 
that the stock of the companies was from the 
owners, and the certificates of the trust issued 
in exchange;that the profits of the several 
companies were not divided among the stock- 
holders, but was paid into the trust, and then 
divided among the holders of trust certifi- 
cates, also that the aggregate of out- 
standing certificates was about $90,000,000. 

Witness stated that between 75 and 80 per cent 
of the oil-refining business of the country 
was done by his company; but he subse- 
quently changed this estimate to 

er cent. The Trust certificates were 

eid in all parts of the country. On cross- 
examination, witness said that the Trust had 
nothing whatever to do with the making of 
rates, allthat being done by the subordinate 
companies. 

Mr. George Rice, the complainant, was 
sworn and examined at considerable length, 
but beyond the statement that his pro- 
fits were about fourteen cents a 
barrel on oll delivered at his in Ohio, 
and the further statement in  contra- 
diction to that of most of the railroad men 
that the consignor and consignee usually load 
and unload barrelled oll at their own expense.

LENOIR’S MISTAKE, 


From Temple Bar. 

The astute Lieutenant of police, however, 
did not always come off with flying colors, as 
the following anecdote will show. He had 
been intimately acquainted in his younger 
days with a wealthy Spanish nobleman, the 
Count de Moncade, but had lost sight of him 
formany years, his friend having, for fam- 
ily reasons, given up his establishment in 
Paris, and retired to his estate in the neigh- 
borhood of Seville.

Convenient Divorce Laws in Egypt. 
Sisuaperts Correspondence of the Milwaukee Sen- 
nel, 


A wife may be divorced twice and return to 
her husband, but if he divorce her a third 
time, and with a triple divorce declared, and 
send her away, he can not live with her again 


until she has been one month married to an- 
other man. After the third divorce the hus- 
band must pay the part of the dower which 
was set aside for the wife before marriage, and 
he must support her out of his house dur- 
ing the three months in which she may not 
marry again. If the wife be separated from 
the man, and not divorced, she receives a 
weekly allowance from him. A divorced wom- 
an may, after divorce, retain her son, under 
2 years of age, and custom gives the child 
to the mother until it 167 years old; then the 
father must claimthe son. When a man for- 
telts an engagement to marry he must pay the 
woman half her dower, and she is free to 
marry at once. When a wife is disobedient 
the husband may beat her; if she persist in 
disobedience, he may take her withtwo wit- 
nesses, not his relations, to the court, and de- 
clare against her, and if she does not promise 
to be obedient thereafter, is not obliged to 
feed, lodge or clothe her, but need not divorce 
her and if he suspects that she desires to be 
divorced in order to remarry, he surely will 
not. Ifshe confesses her wrong, and promise 
obedience, he must at once divorce her or 
take her home. If a wife does not wish to 
live with her husband, she enters a complaint 
against him at the court, stating that her fam- 
ily will support her, and makes a demand for 
separation. If the women of the same harem, 
orof different ones, quarrel and are oom 
plained of to the court, their husbunds are 
punished by the court; but we may be sure 
that their vicarious correction does not save 
the poor women from chastisement. The 
husband divorces the wife, but the wife can- 
not divorce the husband. 


The New Crop of Florida Oranges.

However, the quality this year is 
excellent, comparing favorably will other 
228 The small crop will not cause a raise 
n the price, as the California and Mexican 
crop will soon be on, and the usual prices will 
prevail. Florida oranges always have the 
preference, being generally larger and sweeter 
than other varieties. The coast oranges are 
especially fine. This year the increase in 
acreage was marked. The demand for orange 
roves, which attracted so much attention a 
ew years ago, hasnot diminished, and new 
people are still going into the State.

Land Tax and Income Tax. 
From the New York WORLD. 

We differ with Mr. George squarely upon the 
principle. We would tax a man who hasa 
large income for that reason alone.“ And 
we would do so in part because, for that reason 
alone, be requires and receives from the 
State far more protection than is required 
or givento the man with a small income, 
{fa millionaire needs to enforce a contract 
upon which his income may depend, the 
machinery of the law, kept in operation at the 
public expense, is placed at his disposal. If 
legislation is required to enable rich men to 
become richer by securing for them a mo- 
nopoly of the ‘‘home market,’’ the machinery 
of the Government, supported by all the 
people, is made to workforthem. The bene- 
fit of Police and Fire Department protection 
to property is largely shared by men in pro- 
portion to what they have to protect. And so 
on through all the guardianship and service of 
society and government: the rich require and 
receive more than the poor. 

But we would tax the men of large incomes 
more than men of small incomes because it is 
inherently just and essentially democratic. 
In a republic the tendency to concentrate 
wealth in comparatively few hands should be 
resisted. And when a man ig in the receipt of 
an income far beyond all reasonable needs in 
a land of equality it is right that he should pay 
from his superfluous wealth for the relief of 
the poor. 

Men should pay forthe support of the Gov- 
ernment not ouly in nearer proportion to the 
benefits received, but according totheir ability 
to pay. A tax upon property values does not 
fully accomplish this, and is sometimes a 
hardship. A tax upon a man’s ineome, as Mr. 
George says, is a tax upon what he re- 
cetves. It involves no hardship. It places 
the burden on shoulders able to bear it. It 
executes justice more nearly than any other 
tax.

The Financial and Commercial Conditions 
for the Past Week. 


By Telegraph to the PostT-DISPATCH. 

NEw YORK, November 2%.—Special telegrams 
to Bradstreet’s point to somewhat irrecular 
trade conditions during the past week, witha 
smaller total volume of general trade, owing 
to the observance of Thanksgiving Day. The 
advancing tendency to prices in speculative 
lines continues, but the reaction leaves smaller 
recorded net gains, with very active trading in 
grain and stocks. There is a good active dis- 


tribution in leading lines at Chicago, Cincin- 
nati and New Orleans,and at Kansas City there 
is an excellent demand, 

Colder weather has stimulated trade at Chi- 
cago. The recentiy-restricted river traffic 
causes unusual animation at Oincinnati and 
the large and freely-marketed Louisiana sugar 
crop has improved the credit of the planters 
and encouraged free interior purchases. Tel- 
egrams frum the Ohio River Valley show that 
the drouth, which was broken Thursday, was 
the most severe since 1875, and that the river 
reached the lowest level known. Coal ad- 
vanced 7c per bushel, owing to a scarcity of 
Pittsburg supplies, and south of the latter 
city several thousand miners have been idle, 
owing to the inability toship by water. The 
worst of the drouth was felt in Southern Indi 
ana, IIlinolis and south thereof in Ken- 
tucky. Our telegrams of last evening 
stated substantially that the weather 
is still cloudy and it is still 73 7 
is beginning to rise and the rains have — 
numerous forest fires and toned up the bugi- 
ness feeling in the interior, where at many 
points water had for weeks been a merchant- 
able article. 

The railway employes’ strike in Texas, 
mainly at Houston and Galveston has, not inter- 
fered seriously with traffic excerpt at those 
points. The trouble is 4 4 nn ge 4 at an end. 

The importations of British iron and steel 
into the United States for ten months this 
year amounted to 1,133,000 tons, or twice 
as much as in a like share ot 
last year and over three times as much as in 
1885. While the United Kingdom sent one- 
eighth of ber total iron and steel in exports to 
the United States in 1885, the proportion 
was nearly one-quarter last year, and is one- 
third this year. 

The leacing money markets are nearly all 
closer than a week ago, and with a few ex- 
ceptions ioan rates have advanced from 12 to 1 
ma cent.

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BIG MONEY. 


The Offer That Cincinnati Made for Caruthers 
the Pitcher. 


The Cincinnati Enguirer, speaking of the 
negotiations for Caruthers, the pitcher, says: 
President Stern wanted him, and has fre- 
quently striven to gain him, but all to no avail, 
as Von der Ahe was free to confess that he 
would not let Cincinnati have him, as she was 
too formidable a rival already. But this 
obstacle did not atall disturb the energy of 


the Queen’s City’s President. He turned his 
attention to other channels than the Brown’s 
official head. Soon he learned that, while 
Von der Ahe would not consider Cincinnati a 
bidder, that gentleman was willing to 
allow Caruthers to personally purchase his 
release.

Charles Glasgow was yesterday hanged at 
San Jose, Cal., for the murder of Henry A- 
Grant, at Los Gatos. A sickening sight was 
presented atthe hanging, as Glasgow’s head 
was nearly severed from his body by the rope. 


A mass-meeting of anti-prohibitionists was 
held last night at Atlanta, Ga. Fifteen thou- 
sand people were present, morethan half 
being colored. The town is wild with excite- 
ment, and every effort will be made by both 
parties to carry to-day’s election. 

The Coroner’s jury at Dover, England, ren- 
dered a verdict yesterday that the recent terri- 
ble accident in which over 100 lives were lost was 
caused by an error of judgment on the part of 
the sunken ship, the Scholten, which attempt- 
ed to cross the bows of the Rosa Mary. 


While the coffin: supposed to contain the 
dead remains of a colored girl was being 
borne to the grave at Summerton, S. C., a 
noise was heard, and it was discovered that 
the girl was not only alive, but had just 
given birth toachild.

A reign of terror exists near Lake City, Fla., 
a band of whites are going about the country 
whipping and otherwise maltreating negroes. 
Last night two men and four girls were 
whipped, and the house of Jim Abrams was 
burned. An attack was made on the cabin of 
Sam Madison, but it was repelled by the 
owner, who fired on his assailants, wounding 
one. 

Rev. David C. Kelly appeared before the 
Methodist Episcopal Board of Missions at 
Nashville, Tenn., and stated that he was op- 
posed to the attendance of church members 
at the theater, and withdrew any expressions 
of sympathy he had formerly made in the 
quarrel between Dr. Candler and Emma Ab- 
bott. The Board accepted Dr. Kelly’s state- 
ment and adjourned.
